AN ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


ENGLISH COMPANY'S SCHEME. 


Details have just been published of the 
London, Brighton, and South Coast Railway 
Company scheme for the extension of its 
electrical equipment to cover the whole of its 
suburban system, and subsequently of its main 
lines to Brighton, Worthing, and Eastbourne. 
It is estimated jhat the work will provide 
employment for 15,400 hands and that it will 
take four years to complete. 

The remarkable success which has attended 
the existing installation is proved by the pub- 
lication of a statement, compiled by Sir William 
Forbes, the general manager of the company, 
to the effect that over the suburban lines already 
electrified there has been an increase of 150 
per cent. in the number of passengers carried, 
and of 240 per cent. in receipts. 

As a result of calculations which have been 
carefully worked out by the officers of the 
company, says Modern Transport, the new 
echeme would effect a saving m operating ex- 
penses on existing traffic of from 6 to per 
cent. on the capital involved in respect of these 
works, without regard to the very large develop- 
ment of trafic which would undoubted] 
therefrom. 
invested in the provision of electrical equipment 
is estimated by Sir Philip Daweon, M.P., ae ap- 
proximately fram 15 to $0 per cent, 

As regards haulage costs, it is estimated that, 
allowing for improvemenets which may reason- 
ably be anticipated in traffic opewation by 
electric haulage the saving in numbers of Joco- 
motives would be as 53 electric to 98 steam, or 
no less than 46 per cent.

Books of the Week. 


QUEEN ALEXANDRA. 

The character of the Sovereign is 
stamped upon the Court almost as dis- 
tinctly as the Royal features upon the 
coinage. When Princess Alexandra came 
to London as a radiant bride she could 
not entirely. dispel the gloom to which 
Queen Victoria had abandoned herself and 
her Court on the death of the Prince Con- 
sort, but she did much to lighten it. 
Though Queen Victoria’s rigid sense of 
duty would not allow to the Prince of 
Wales any contro] of State affairs, she was 
glad to relegate to him, on his marriage, 
the discharge of such social functions as 
were expected of the Sovereign. Thus the 
youth and charm of Princess Alexandra 
soon became the topic and the pride of the 
whole country, and the place which she 
made for herself in the people s affections 
she has retained through the brilliance of 
Ki Edward's short reign, and, more 
firmly than ever, in the dignity of her 
simple life in retirement. 

This book is hardly: a biography, save 
that it surveys the times through which 
Queen Alexandra has novel. Her 
character is revealed in proportion to our 
understanding of the crises through which 
she has passed, and we are glad to have 
revived for us events which are receding 
from memory to the pages of history. Two 
characteristics of Queen Alexandra are 
well known—her impulsive generosity and 
her. dignified bearing under trial—and 
they receive due chronicle here. Her 
sympathy with the weaker side, no doubt, 
inspired the story that she had boxed the 
ears of a boy in. Sandringham village 
whom she saw tormenting a cat. “It is 
not true,” said Princess Maud, when told 
of*it ; “my mother is incapable of such a 
thing; but,’’ she added, “I am sure she 
would like to have done it.” 

Of the personal sorrows of Queen Alex- 
andra one hardly cares to write. That 
they were endured with a courage fortified 
a religion we know from. the sermon 
which was published at. her request by 
Canon Fleming, and by the little brass 
tablet in the Royal pew at Sandringham. 
SE Paget, in her introduction to the 
work, says: “She has set, in her un- 
selfish self-sacrifice and restraint, her com- 
passion and her observance of the fifth 

tition of the Lord's Prayer, an example 
o all women.” An example of restraint 
under great provocation was the Princess 
of Wales's er aa when Queen 
Victoria insisted upon England's main. 
taining neutrality. during the second 
Schleswig-Holstein War. This was espe- 
elally galling to the Princess; who felt 
that her nation had relied upon her con- 
nection with England in vain. 

Queen Alexandra was peculiarly fitted 
to be a leader of society and fashion, and 
many are the descriptions and plates of 
her as such. Her journey with the Prince 
of Wales to Egypt reads like the Arabian 
Nights in parts: ' While the dancing was 
going on a slave brought in a tray covered 
with a biack velvet cloth all embroidered 
with pearls and enormous uncut emeralds, 
and in the middle one enormous diamond 
star. The cover, being lifted, exposed 
small cups one mass of diamonds. 
Another slave carried a coffee-pot, hangin 
by three long silver chains over a sort a 
lamp like a censer, while still another 
poured coffee into the small diamond 
cups, each cup being handed by a different 
slave. Then followed a slave with long 
Turkish pipes set with diamonds, or 
no grángan with the most beautiful holders, 
all one mass of precious stones, the mouth- 
piece itself being one large ruby or 
emerald!’’ This occurred during the visit 
of “Lord and Lady Renfrew,’’ the incog- 
nito of the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
to Ismail, Viceroy, and afterwards 
Khedive, of Egypt, when “Lady Ren- 
frew ” took coffee in the harem, - 

The tragic story of Russia naturally 
enters the narrative, but with little that 
is new of the sister-queens. That little 
tells of the real affection that made of 
Christian’s IX.’s family something unique 
in royal honses. We feel somehow that 
the title of Queen-Mother has in it some- 
thing of inspiration and support for the 
lady who bears it, as from the first she 
was taught human relationship in its 
noblest sense. :

These qualities are very necessary when 
one has brought upon the stage Queen 
Victogia, Lord Beaconsfield, Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone, and Lord Morley; for these 
five are the main dramatis persone of the 
three short plays of which “Angels and 
Ministers’’ is composed. There is, in 
addition, an excellent Scottish butler with 
whom Her Majesty discusses politics on 
almost equal terms; and Lord Beacons- 
field's doctor suits himself exactly to his 
Mi, The incidents are, no doubt, 
ounded on fact; but the art lies not, in 
their selection, but in the poise of the 
dialogue and the sword-play of high 

litics. Appreciation will be felt seaisly 
y those who moved in that atmosphere. 
The bloom will be missed by others, nor 
will it last more than a few years. It is a 
class of literature which is highly praised 
at the moment, but has not in it the 
essence that can preserve it for all time. 

Lord Dunsany carries us into a different 
atmosphere. His dialogue moves briskly : 
we are borne on the wings of enchantment 
from a London suburban villa and railway 
station to the spacious Orientalism of Al 
Shaldonitir, which lies somewhere in the 
mountains round about Persia. John 
Beal becomes possessed of an Eastern 
jewel, and the whole course of his life is 
changed. Instead of being a City business 
man, he finds himself a Shereef in a far-off 
country, becomes a native prince, and, after 


dethroning the reigning chieftain, wins the

Instead, we 
have a play whose effect depends on the 
excellence of its dialogue, the types 
exemplified in its characters, the thought 
which underlies the working out of the 
déno nt, and the beauty of the one or 
two | ie and touches óf Oriental 
imagery which the author allows. We 
feel, too, that there is some secondary 
meaning underlying the play. John Beal 
in his dealing with the natives is palpably 
the typical John Bull. Is the land of Al 
Shaldomir, for which he has done so 
much, and by which he is so badly repaid, 
Ireland? Who is Miss Miralda? Are the 
six and a half years that intervene between 
his coming and his going the period from 
1914 to 1920? Who represents Ulster?

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A BOTANIST IN CHINA. 

In this book the late Mr. Reginald 
Farrer continues that delightful volume, 
“On the Eaves of the World,” narrating 
his adventures, difficulties, and successes 
in the Kansu Province of China, in his 
hunt for Alpine plants. “Iam ,. .,’ 
he says, “out of my own memories and 
stored emotions, spinning a _ rainbow 
bridge, far flung over black depths, 
towards the golden irrecoverable past. : 
Those, then, who think that this rainbow 
bridge of mine will carry them also out 
of storm back into a forgotten country of 
calm, are very welcome, indeed, to make 
the journey, step by step, with me as I! 
uild.’’ 

Mr. Farrer’s word-pictures of botanical 
treasures vibrate with the pleasure of the 
find, and an appreciation of beauty that 
is rare: “There are no joys in life, I sup- 
pose, more restfully rapturous than the 
discovery of a new lovely flower.” Thus 
speaks the enthusiast, and his description 
of the rarity is worth quoting: “ Here was 
something quite unknown, I could see at a 
glance, to science—a Primula in the group 
of P. Nivalas. » And the flowers! 
On a stout white stem of six inches they 
undeld above «he leaves, half-hanging in 
a bunch of half a dozen or so. And they 
are of a loveliness Ragalar and phan- 
tasmal in their family, very large and 
ample and round-faced, of a faint blue 
lavender so subtle as to be almost a 
French grey, gradually suffused with a 
white radiation from the misty bull's eye 
of intense black-purple at their throat. 
. . » » “and their sad and startling 
loveliness ts echoed by the keen sad sweet- 
ness of their scent.’’ During a strenuons 
climb among the pitfalls of a frowning 
precipice “the hot air was stabbed and set 
quivering with a hot, violent scent of 
violets, almost unbearably delicions.”’ 

We must envy the capacity for seeing 
and feeling here revealed. Mr. Farrer, 
courteous, tactful “traveller, is fortunate 
in seeing nothing but the best side of 
Chinese life. His stay in Lanchow, where, 
we learn, there are no European residents, 
is marked by cordial good-will and hospi- 
tality. The Post Office officials—Mr. Li 
and Mr. Lo—two litle fops who daily 
“appeared in fresh furs and satins,”’ are 
instrumental in arranging a meeting with 
the Viceroy (“tightly bound in dull” black 
satin and looking the very image of a re- 
formed dissenting burglar’’), and many 
festivities are organised in the author’s 
honour. Furthermore, no untoward in- 
cident mars the excursions into the fast. 
nesses of the Abbeys of Tibet: These

JAPAN’S SEA WARS. 

Vice-Admiral Ballard is for the moment 
on half-pay, and this able book is th 
outcome of his enforced leisure. It is 
plain that he has taken trouble to consult 
the standard authorities and that he pos-' 
gesses sound judgment in his use of them. 
The account of the Korean War of the 
sixteenth century is specially provocative 
of thought. With our Western ideas, we 
inevitably think of Sir Francis Drake and 
the glorious exploits of our sea-dogs. ‘The 
author, however, informs us that during 
that very century the seamen and the 
soldiers of Japan fought battles on 
both elements where the numbers en aged 
and the slaughter involved were greatly in 
éxcess of those at Trafalgar and Waterloo. 
In the narrative of the Korean War of the 
sixteenth century we hear of an army of 
200,000 sailing for Korea, the defeat of a 
Japanese Fleet convoying 100,000 reserve 
troops to Korea, and the. like. The 
account of this war is the most original 
feature in the whole volume. 

Two careful chapters dea! with the two 
phases of the Chino-Japanese War: but 
naturally the whole strength of the author 
is displayed when he comes to discuss the 
three phases of the Russo-Japanese War, 
the struggle which revealed to the world 
that another Great Power had arrived 
upon the scene. Vice-Admiral Ballard 
brings out neatly the chief features in 
this war which distinguish it from other 
wars. He shows that there has been no 
other war of importance in which the 
territories of the belligerents were en- 
tirely separated by seas on which both 
were strong; yet the war was confined in 
} all branches of its naval activities to a 
very limited area in actual fighting. This 
point is illuminated by brief, but telling, 
references to such contests as our old 
struggles with France. The author goes 
on to enforce the circumstance that the 
numerically inferior Japanese Navy had 
no option but to act on the offensive 
throughout, even ‘though it possessed no 
means of replacing lost ships.

LEST WE FORGET. 

No doubt, the fact that a young novelist, 
however brilliant, should venture to 
publish his reminiscences at the age of 
thirty-three will arouse a good deal of 
adverse criticism; but those who read 
Mr. McKenna’s book will find that he 
has no illusions about the public's interest 
in the “ insignificances of his private life.’’ 
“ While I Remember ” is an endeavour to 
describe the life of a generation which 
was cut off in its prime by the devastating 
slaughter of war, and as such it is more 
than justified. A scholar of Westminster 
and a graduate of Oxford, a ké@en student 
of politics and an observer of social 
manners and morals, Mr. McKenna is a 
worthy mouthpiece for the hopes and 
ideals of this vanished generation, and it 
is solely from such a standpoint that he 
writes. 

Passing from a most charming and sin- 
cere appreciation of public school and 
undergraduate life, he reviews the poli- 
tical events of the past thirty years in 
order to show their influence upon the 
ideals and aspirations of youth. If his 
political views clash at times with those 
of the reader, they ate at least stimulat- 
ing; and it may be said in his favour 
that he never descends to the gross 
exaggeration of party politics. The skill 
with which Mr. McKenna touches upon 
social life in the London of these years 
was only to be expected by readers of his 
novels, but. his chapter on “ Literary 
Totems ” reveals delightfyl qualities of 
wit and humour, less apparent before. 
This book, vividly written and packed with 
matter of great and widespread interest, 
confirms our opinion that Mr. MeKenna is 
one of the most promising of our younger 
writers, .

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BUTTER TRADE 
CRISIS. 


SWEEPING REFORMS 
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The unsatisfactory state of the Irish butter 
trade was discussed at the Armagh Chamber of 
Commerce recently. It was decided that the 
trade wae losing its good reputation because 
of the excessive quantity of moisture which was 
found " Irish butter. Merchante ordered 
Danish tter because they could rely gp its 
quality. 

The Chamber suggested that the quantity of 
moisture in best butter should be limited by 
law at 12 per cent., and the meeting called 
upon the Department of Agriculture to seek 
powers to impose this limitation. 

In the course of an interview with | an 
Irish Times representative, Mr. Patrick O'Neill, 
J.P... Armagh, Manager of. the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society, and Vice-Chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who has been identified 
with the butter trade for 30 years, said that 
the critical condition of the Irish butter trade 
was due to a policy of drift, and me of care 

vision in its management. 

a Ca 25 years ago "the introduction of 
the creamery system was expected to do away 
with the heterogeneous systems at work in the 
manufacture of Irish butter, and to produce a. 
uniform standard quality, equal to any im- 
ported butter, as. ES enable Ireland to 
recapture her position in the British markets, 
which was lost by the farming folk, who held 
on too long to old ways and out-of-date 
methods. 

The immediate result of the change in the 
system e{ butter-making was to enhance the 
value of Trish butter considerably, and the 
produce of the creameriés in the earlier years 


. was equal, if not superior, to Danish butter, 


and in a g many districts of Great Britam 
was preferred. i 

Up to 1905 the position waa an improving 
one; but Ireland afterwards lost it owing to 
the enormous increase in the number of 
creameries established, the short supply of 
highly-trained men for their management, and 
the fact that there was no law or organisation 
laid down for their working on uniform lines, 
such as is carried out in Denmark and other 
countries. 

In Denmark every branch of the work in 
connection with milk, and its conversion into 
butter, is controlled, and definite lawe are 
laid down for the management. All creameries 
which do not conform to the regulations for 
the preper manufacture of butter have their 
certificates withdrawn. That system was 
wanted in Ireland, and it is only in the last 
few years that the Department of Agriculture 
has made an attempt to improve the quality of 
Irish creamery butter by standardisation. 

Creameries turning out good butter should 
obtain certificates to enable them to get proper 
recognition in the British market. All 
creameri¢s not conforming to rules, or paying 
attention to the proper making of the standard 
ga of Irish butter, would soon find out that 
their inactivity would be costly. 

Regarding excessive moisture, 20 to 25 years 
ago creamery butter was made with a low per- 
centage of moisture—-as low as 10 p.e. At that 
time very few of ‘the creameries were equipped 
with refrigerators.to enable them to cool the 
cream under the most Scientific conditions. Of 
late years different plants have been introduced, 
but Mr. O'Neill did not think that they had 
helped to improve the position, but had tended 
rather to leave more moisture in the butter 
than obtained under the old conditions. 
No doubt, during the war the scarcity of car- 
honie acid gas for the working of refrigeratin 
plant left a good many managers in a bac 
position, and the butter could not be made as 
perfect as could have been desired. At the 
same time, during the war the demands of the 
consuming public were not so exacting as now, 
when we are facing competitors in every part 
of the world. The time has come whens we 
must give up our bed habits and make a de- 
termined effort to raise the industry to the 
highest position in the markets of the world. 
he introduction of cheese-making into Ire- 
land was not a wise move, and was not likely 
to develop. The only policy should be to secure 
the best and most ental cattle for milk produe- 
tion, and have the butter-making done on 
the moet scientific and up-to-date lines. Ireland 
had the climate, soil, cattle, machinery, and 
the men to make the best butter in the world 
if only one and al] combine to make this their 
supreme object. Thousands of pounds weekly 
could easily be adied to our wealth by a eon- 
certed action to place only superior quality on 
the market, and to “black list’ those 
creameries which are injuring the irade’s good 
name.

_ The defendant stated that he and his men 
were packing furniture in the afternoon, when 
the plaintiff. and hia friend came round the 
corner and sat on the soía. They bóth were 
under the influence of drink. Witness at- 
tempted io get the plaintiff off the sofa, but he 
fell, and witness took him into his house ' and 
bathed his face with hot water and iodine: 
The man was stupid, and the other man fell 
asleep in an armchair, and when he woke up he 
went away, leaving his pal behind him. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Gleeson (in- 
structed by Mr. Archibald Clarke) defendant 
denied that he was angry when he saw the men 
on the sofa. Both men were absolutely drunk.

The Vote of Confidence. 


Yesterday, by an overwhelming majority, 
the Unionist Conference at Liverpool 
asserted its continued faith in the party's 
leaders and its approval of the Govern- 
ment’s efforts to secure peace in Ireland. 
A great crisis has beeh passed; for an 
unfavourable vote would have meant the 
disruption of the Unionist Party and, not 
improbably, the resignation of several 
Cabinet Ministers and an early general 
election. We rejoice that such grave 
misfortune has been averted. The Unionist 
Party ‘retains its historic position in the 
country. Its rank-and-file have declared 
their anxiety for an honourable settlement 
of Irish affairs. The hands of the 
negotiators’ for peace are strengthened 
and, if their labours come to nought, no 
measure of the blame can be put either 
on British statesmanship or on the temper 
of the British people. It would be foolish 
to deny that the whole course of the 
Government's Irish policy in recent 
months has disquieted many Unionists. 
There is an unmistakable significance in 
the sympathy with which yesterday's con- 
ference heard the complaints and protests 
.of Irishmen who have suffered, or -fear 
that they may yet suffer, for their 
loyalty. Nevertheless, the general mean- 
ing of the vote of confidence is clear. 
Democratic Unionism holds that, however 
Irish affairs may have been mishandled, 
the present opportunity for permanent 
settlement must be utilised to the full. 
It contemplates with horror the renewal 
of a war which, having devastated Ireland 
and drained England's Treasury, would 
leave the political problem still unsolved. 
It recognises the Imperial value and 
necessity of an ending of the secular 
strife. It has given its leaders and the 
British Government a mandate for peace. 

Mr. Chamberlain appeals once more for 
patience and restraint. We admit the need, 
but we hope that the country’s patience 
will not be tested severely. The 
popular assumption that the. negotiations 
are already half-way on the road to beat 
is, after aj!, only an assumption. 
oracles are mute at Downing street sod | 
Sinn Fein possesses a Sphinx-like gift of 
silence. Our right to information at the 
first moment when it can be divulged with 
safety is not diminished by the terms of 
yesterday's vote of confidence. By that vote

Peace Conference may evolve. The pro- 
posed settlement must be consistent with 
the supremacy of the Crown and the 
security of the Empire ; 
the Government’s pledges to North-East 


Ulster; and it must safeguard the 
interests of minorities in the South 
and West. These three conditions were 


accepted yesterday, explicitly or implicitly, 
by two of the Government's delegates at 
Downing street—Mr. Chamberlain and Sir 
L. Worthington-Evans. If the Conference 
already has done half its work, we.must 
too, has accepted 
the three conditions or is ready to accept 
them as soon as North-East Ulster is 
willing to come into an All-Ireland settle- 
ment. Yet the immediate difficulty seems 
to be the Government's refusal or inability 
to satisfy Ulster that Sinn Fein’s actual 
or conditional acceptance has been regis- 
tered and guaranteed. This obscurity on 
a vital point was, in fact, the strength 
of the minority’s case at Liverpool. We 
cannot’ be judges of Ulster’s policy until 
we know what has been offered to her and 
what she has refused. 

Sir James Craig is

the Northern loyalists “to maintain their 
freedom from Sinn Fein domination.” We 
think that any settlement -which respects 
the Liverpool conditions will satisfy the 
English people and the Empire that North-

They 
may argue and plead with her: they may 
make every possible appeal to her Imperial 
loyalty, to her patriotism, to her sel f- 
interest; but they cannot compel her to 
enter into a partnership which, however 
foolishly, she has decided to reject. When 
the settlement for which Mr. Chamberlain 
demands our patience is made and dis- 
closed, Ulster, if she chooses to take the 
attitude of Athanasius contra mundum, will 
take it with a full knowledge of all the 
difficulties and losses which 
volve.

Austrian. Universities. 


In his Jatest book Mr. Stephen Graham 
gives a harrowing account of the sufferings 
af the professional classes in the war- 
stricken countries of Europe. The Universi. 
ties’ Committee of the Imperial War Relief 
Fund has just issued a pamphlet which 
gives some particulars of the privations 
that men distinguished in letters and 
science are enduring in Austria. The average 
Viennese professor draws but the equiva- 
lent of £40 to £60 per year to maintain 
himself and his family. From the Armis- 
tice to the end of last year ten per cent. 
of the professors and lecturers of Austria 
died, largely as the result of want, starva- 
tion, and consequent disease. Men who 
are famous throughout the civilised world 
—Exner, Tchermak, von Lang, Palisa, 
Strygowski, and Charlemont, to mention a 
few—are fighting for the bare necessaries 
of life. The Committee invites every 
graduate member of the Universities of 
Great Britain and Ireland to come to their 
aid. Every subscription, no matter how 
small, will be of value. The scheme for 
the relief of necessitous students has been 
a magnificent success, thanks to the efforts 
of British students. It behoves graduates 
to save the senior members of Austrian 
Universities from utter destitution. Sub- 
scriptions should be sent to the Organising 
Secretary of the Committee at Fish- 
mongers’ Hall, London Bridge, EC.

A Flat Earth. 


When he wrote “ The Village that Voted 
the Earth was Flat,"’ Mr. Rudyard Kip- 
ling scarcely can have believed that he 
was enlightening as well as ‘amusing the 
world.

PASSING OF THE 19th 
HUSSARS.

QUEEN ALEXANDRA'S 
FAREWELL. 
4 ———— 

Officers and men of the 19th (Queen Alex 
andra’s Own) Hussars who have been on service 
in India are due to arrive at Southampton this 
morning on the Braemar Castle. On disem- 
barking, the troope will proceed to Tidworth, 
Hants, with a view to disbandment under the 
scheme for dispensing with four cavalry regi 
ments. 

The War Office yesterday issued the text of 
the following farewell order by Queen Alex- 
andra, Colonel-in-Chief of the regiment -— 

“With a sorrow which no words can express 
I take farewell of my regiment of Hussars. Í 
had always hoped that long after | was gone 
the regiment might still have been in existence 
to maintain its great reputation and to carry 
on the glorious traditions handed down from 
Seringapatam, Assaye, Egypt, the Sudan, South 


_Africa, to the great war, when it took part 
in the battles of Mons, Le Cateau, the Aisne, 
both battles of Ypres, both battles of the 


Sorhme, Cambrai, Amiens, the Hindenburg line, 
i. the final advance in Flanders which vic- 
toriously ended the war; and I bad been proud 
to think that my name was borne by the regi- 
ment which thus had fought its way over the 
world, and I hoped that, perhaps, my memory 
might be associated with its traditions in the 
name the regiment bore. 

“Tt has been ruled otherwise. The change 
which is gradually altering our old standards 
of efficiency, from human to mechanical means, 
has demanded the disbandment of four cavairy 
regiments, to be replaced by tanks and air- 
craft, and my regiment has been one of the 
disbanded. I have made every effort that was 
possible to save the regiment and to retain it 
in the Army. To me the blow is bad enough, 
but to you it is terrible. 

“For the sake of your old commanding officers, 
whose names are still household words among 
you, for the reputation of the regiment up to 
the jast moment of its existence, and, above all, 
for the memory of your comrades who gave up 
their brave lives to maintain its honour, Í ask 
you to do what is hardest of ail: to face this 
decision of disbandment, both as a body and 
individually, with the same courage and dis- 
cipline that has won the regunent ite good 
name throughout its history, and | ask you to 
in whatever units you may be called 


on to serve, that with the recoliection of your 


learnt in the 19th Royal Hussars. May that 
recollection always serve you in good stead. 

“I wish you one and all success and happiness 
wherever you may be. 

“To my dear regiment, with unspeakable sad- 
ness, I now bid farewell, and for the last time 
I sign myself,

In all the older English cathedrals and priories 
traditional usages in the rendering df the offices 
of the Church have been i AH; and to con-

Phe beautiful modal hymn tunes, 
the spirit of devotion and solemnity, composed 
by the community at Sarum and Winchester, 
strike and refresh the ear of the devout Chureh- 
man accustomed to tunes of lesser dignity 
which are heard in our churches with sad fre- 
quency. The original, unadorned Plain Chant 
survived in the use of the Cathedral of the 
Holy Trinity, Dublin, as late as the year 1826, 
when it was replaced by the Winchester Una 
by the Bishop of Kildare (Dr. Lindsay). 

The Exhortation, Confession, and Absolution 
at the beginning of Morning and Evening Ser- 
vice were rendered sine eantu, and no singing 
was heard until the Versicle, “O Lord, open 
Thou our lips,’’ was chanted by the priest, the 
people singing in a loud voice, * And our mouth 
shall ghow forth Thy praise 

Dr. John Jebb, the eminent ecclesiologist, in 
a letter to Sir Thomas Drew, the Cathedral 
architect, in 1882, says with reference to this 
custom: “Il believe that there is a tradition 
that this was the old Chapel Royal use, one 
that most probably existed from the time of 
the Reformation; I wish it were observed still,

Exchequer, payable under a charter of Edward 
VI. in 1547, for which the vicars and choristers 
did homage to the Crown. 

This ceremony must have delighted the hearts 
cf the choir boys. Dr. T. R. G. Joze, the dis- 
tinguished organist and composer, had the dis- 
tinction of being present as a choir boy at the 
last of these quaint ceremonies, and has given 
the following description of the proceedings :— 

“ At the beginning of term the Dean's Vicar, 
verger, beadle, and three choristers attended 
at the Court of Exchequer, Dublin, and, having 
robed in an outer room, sent notice to the pre 
siding justices that the Dean and Chapter of 
Christ Church Cathedral had come to ray 
homage to Her Majesty Queen Victoria, where- 
upon all the business of the Court, no matter 
how pressing, was at once stopped. The three 
choir boys mounted the table in front of the 
bench, and, having gravely bowed to the judges 
and the judges to ‘them, eang an unaccompanied 
Anthem or Motet. The Dean's Vicar then read 
the pravers for the Queen, the Roval Family 
the Lord Lieutenant, and the Parliament. 
bovs sang Amen after each prayer, and 
short ceremony concinuded with the Benediction 
the judges as before. The 
day was always observed as a half-holiday for 
the boys, who received a legal fee of fourpence.”’

DUBLIN EXHIBITION OPENED. 


An interesting exhibition of Greek vases was 


opened yesterday at the National ay me 
Dublin. In the absence of Mr. Buckley, Acting 
Director, the exhibition was declared o ax en b v 
Mr. Arnistrong, Keeper of Irish Antiquities. 
Mr. Dermod O’Brien, Chairman of the Board 
of Visitors, expressed the gratitude due to 
Rev. Protessor Henry Browne, 8.J., for his 


energy and enthusiasm in helping the Museum 
authorities in obtaining the vases, in addition 
to the valuable Minoan casts already in the 
Museum, which were collected largely with his 
advice and assistance. 

Professor Browne shortly described the new 
acquisitions. They have been purchased with 
funds bequeathed by the late Mr. Murphy, of 
Newry. They include three large vases of the 
Athenian Red-figure style, of the 5th century 
B.c., and six large vases of the Black-figure 
style. dating from the 6th century B.C. As an 
addition to those already in the Museum, lately 
purchased, and to the original collection, the 
new vases will allow the student to realise the 
beauty of Greek vases without leaving Ireland.

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In connection with the National Unionist 
Association Conference, Mr. Austen Cl -a- 
berlain last night addressed a crowded 
meeting in the Sun. Hall, Liverpool. 

The Earl of Derby presided, and many 
of the leaders of the party were present. 

Lord Derby said that Mr, Chamberlain 
had received the following message from 
Mr. Walter Long, now Viscount Long : — 

“Allow me, as a loyal follower and an 
old colleague, to wish you all possible 
success to-day. Your service to the party 
for many years entitles you to their con- 
fidence and support, which I am con- 
vinced you will receive in overwhelming 
numbers in this most difficult moment in 
our history. Surely the policy of our 
party must be more Imperial than ever, 
and I rejoice that your meeting is to be 
held in Liverpool, the home of Conserva- 
tive democracy and of true Imperialism. 
The very best of good luck.’’ 

Mr. Chamberlain had an enthusiastic 
reception. In an opening reference to Mr. 
Bonar Law, he said that there was none 
among his former colleagues who would 
not welcome the time when he again 
joined their counsels and took his rightiul 
place in their ranks. (Cheers.) 

It would be foolish, he continued, to 
deny, and futile to ignore, the existence of 
great anxiety among our party to-day. 
(Hear, hear.) There are many circum- 
stances combining to produce that state 
of unrest and anxiety. 

I recognise that the Government you are 
asked to support is a Government not solely 
from our own ranks. That tends to increase 
anxicty. And behind all and above all looms 
once again the Irish question that has so often 
dominated our English politics and foiled our 
British statesmen. 

I recognise frankly that suspiciops cannot be 
wholly removed. These anxieties cannot be 
wholly allayed until the time comes when 
those to whom you have given your confidence 
can lay their hearts bare, tell you the whole 
story, and ask your judgment on their action. 
(Cheers.) 


CONFIDENCE 
ESSENTIAL. 


PLEA FOR PATIENCE. 

For the moment upon all of us, and most of 
all upon those who are personally engaged in 
these negotiations, a great. measure of restraint 
and reticence is imposed. You can make war 
in the open, fight in the public eye, but if you 
want peace, in any negotiations there must be 
some measure of patience and confidence ac 
corded by the different parties to those who 
represent them. You cannot conduct negotia- 
tions with any hope of success if everything 
said in the .council room is at once shouted 
frem the house-top. 

I beg you, therefore, to show that spirit of 
fair play for which I appealed in my letter 
which was in the hands of the Conference 
when you chose your leaders. You knew some 
thing of them; They had a record behind them 
in which you had some confidence. Give us a 
little time—we do not ask for much—and the 
full story shall be told you, and you can judge 
whether we have kept faith or whether we 
have betrayed your trust. 

Mr. Chamberlain went on to say that their 
present position was that they were members 
of the Unionist Party, but he and his colleagues 
were elected, not only as members of the 
Unionist Party, but as supporters of the 
Coalition. He was told the Coalition Govern- 
ment was, unpopular. (Laughter and cheers:) 
Most Governments were unpopular’ A servant 
onee told him that all Governments were pretty 
much alike, with the tendency on the part of 
the last to be the worst. (Laughter.) 

The need of the moment was peace, and 
peace and confidence were the greatest gift that 
any Government could bring to the ‘people. 

What of the Irish Conference? Was that, too, 
to be successful, or was failure once again to dog 
their steps, and frustrate th” efforts of states- 
manship—to plunge Irishmen and Englishmen 
once more into fratricidal strife? 

He could not RR of the proceedings of 
that Conference, but he wanted to put two 
questions. The first was:—Were they right to 
try for peace? 


“ DIE-HARDS.” 


We have heard a great deal recently of 
“ Die-hards.”’ I am not going to say an unkind 
word about Die-hards.” I have been a “ Die- 
hard ' myself. (Laughter.) When the Colonel 
of the Middlesex at Albuera called upon his 
men to die hard, he knew it was a cause worth 
iving his life for. Do not let anybody :die 
pefore’ it is necessary. (Cheers.) I do not 
want them to die. I want them to live, and 
fight beside us, and I am convinced that if they 
will only have a little patience, and wait until 
they know, there will be no split among us. 
(Cheers.) There will be no discord, and 
whether the result of the Conference Se peace 
or war, be good or evil, we shall stand a united 
party in the great decisions that have to be 
taken. (Cheers.) 

I have no quarrel with “ Die-hards.”” They 
arc men of sincere conviction. All I ask is that 
they should wait until they have material! for a 
judgment. I am not afraid of “ Die-hards.” 
I am afraid of men with hot heads to-day, who 


have cold feet to-morrow. (Laughter, and 
cheers.) 
If it must be war, it shal] be war. (Hear, 


hear.) If peace cannot be had with honour 
and without broken pledges, there can be no 
peace, (Cheers.) If th: country is convinced 
that honour is not safe, it will make what- 


ever sacrifices are necessary to fight out the 
battle, and will endure for as long as the 
struggle lasts. (Cheers.) 

But make no mistake that war is a cruel 


thing—civil war the most horrible form—(A 
Voice—“* Home Rule is worse '’)—and before 
the country enters on a struggle which will 
require them to place at the disposal of the 
Government forces that we have not yet had to 
raise—forces that no not now exist—to spend 
millions which we must get as we can, and to 
sacrifice life as we did in the Great War— 
before 1 ask the country, and you of my party, 
to do that, you must know that I tried to make 
peace. 


LIMITS OF SETTLEMENT. 
VISION AND FAITH. 


You must know that we exhausted patience 
and conciliation, and that if I call upon you for 
this sacrifice it ie not until all other means 
have been found in vain, and no other course 
is left open. (Cheers.) 

The limits within which we can make peace 
are that no British Government can barter away 
tho allegiance of British subjects to the Crown 
—(cheers)—no British Government can barter 
away portions of our Empire; can deprive itself 
of that full power over rts and harbours 
which is necessary to the life of our nation and 
the sea communications of the Empire, and no 
British Government of which your representa- 
tives are members—no British Government of 
which the Prime Minister is a member—will 
coerce Ulster. (Cheers.) 

It is within those limits that 
settlement. 

I hope—I dare not say more—that with 
patience, with goodwill, with consideration, we 
may yet find a way to peace within those 
boundaries. (Cheers.) 

They could not, he continued, build upon a 
party basie. @ permanent solution of the Irish 
quesfhion. 

After the South African War, by a great act 
of daring faith, a new Government conferred 
upon our recent enemies full self-government. 
He voted against that, because he thought it 
rash and wicked. Ah, if they could have seen 
further into the future, if he could only have 

one into that division with the knowledge that 
he had to-day, he would have known that that 
great act of faith was not a destruction of our 
policy, but its fulfilment and completion. That’ 
was the vote he would undo if he could undo a 
vote once given. 

What, he asked, would not Chatham, Disraeli 
or Joseph Chamberlain have given to have had 
the chance to find a eolid foundation on which 
to build a national policy in regard to Ireland, 
and remove it from the scene of party conflict. 

There come, as was seen in uth Africa, a 
time when courage ie eafer than prudence, when 
some great act of faith, touching the hearts and 
stirring the emotions of men, achieves miracles 
which no statesman can compass. Such a move- 
ment may be passing before our eyes, and I 
pray to God with all my heart and soul that 
to each of us to whom responsibility ie brought 
may be given vision to see faith and courage to 
persevere. (Loud cheers.) 

A vote of appreciation of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
services to the country was enthusiastically 
paesed. 
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THE PRINCE IN 
INDIA. 


BOMBAY’S ORIENTAL 
SPLENDOUR. 


-— 


«BOMBAY, Thursday. 

The arrival of the Prince of Wales this morn- 
took place in a blaze of true Oriental splen- 
dour, yet the manner of the Prince’s coming 
was characteristically undemonstrative. 

As the sun rose on the harbour, crowded 
as it was with shipping, a Royal Salute crashed 
forth from the guns of the Oyster Rock battery 
and the .escorting warships. On board the 
Renown the band struck up the National 
Anthem, and every vessel in the harbour burst 
into drapery and bunting. 

Across the waters Bombay could be seen 
shimméring in the early morning mist, and 
the great city seemed to grow rapidly into a 
variegated spectacle with sprouting decorations. 
Slowly the harbour developed into a most ani- 
mated scene in the broadening light, presenting 
a vivid kaleidoscope. : 

At half-past eight the Naval Commander-in- 
Chief came on board. At a quarter-past nine 
Lord Reading, the Viceroy; General Lord Raw- 


linson, Commander-in-Chief, India, with the 
Ruling Indian Princes who have been attached 
to the staff of the Prince of Wales, arrived 


to greet his Royal Highness. 

The Prince of Wales, in the white uniform 
of a naval captain,wearing the broad blue ribbon 
of the Garter, attended by his suite, received the 
distinguished visitors on the quarter-deck, and 
shook hands with each as they filed past. 

At half-past nine the Governor of Bombay 


arrived, returning to-the shore fifteen minutes | 


later. 

At ten o'clock the Prince of Wales, attended 
»y Earl Cromer, Rear Admiral Sir Lionel 
ey, the Fuling Princes of his suite, em- 
ed in the Royal pinnace to the strains of 
od Save the King.” The pinnace headed 
for shore amid the thunder of guns and the 
resounding cheers of the crews of the vessels 
«= Peay East India Squadron, who had manned 
ship. é 

The scene on board the Apollo Bundar as the 
Prince disembarked and slowly mounted the 
steps was one of extraordinary spiendour. From 
the alabaster-like imposing new “Gate of 
India” to the immense amphitheatre packed 
with thousands of the leading citizens of Bom- 
bay, the carpeted route was lined. with . biue- 
jackets in white tropical kit, Indian troops in 
khaki, the mounted bodyguard of the Governor 
of Bombay resplendent in their scarlet, teeming 
thousands of the population with a back-ground 
of white trellis work broken by miniature min- 
arets, the whole canopied by bunting, formed 
a regular riot of colour sobered only by the pro- 
fusion of umbrellas which the male Indian 
carries always in sunshine and rain. 

Arrived at the top of the Bundar steps, the 
Prince, setting foot for the first time on the 
shores of India, was welcomed by Lord Reading. 

The Prince passed through the Gate of India, 
followed by the Viceroy, the ruling Princes, the 
Naval Commander-in-Chief, the Justices, the 
Bishop of Bombay, members of the Council, 
Ministers, and naval and military officers, and 
advanced with stately dignity to the handsome 
pagoda-like reception room, in. which were 
erected three golden thrones. As the Prince 
stepped to the foot of the dais, the concourse of 
spectators confronting him rose to their feet, 
cheering and clapping their hands tumultuously. 


KING-EMPEROR’S MESSAGE. 

Smiling and bowing, the Prince then read the 
King’s Message, which stated that the Prince's 
coming was a token of the renewal of Royal 
pledges of affection. 

Throughout the civilised world, the message 
continued the foundations of the social order 
had been tested by war and change. India, 
like other countries, had been called upon to 
face new and special problems of her own. 
For this task her armoury was in the new 
owers and responsibility with which she hal 
Sous equipped. 

He earnestly wished, and confidently be- 
lieved, that the problems would be brought to 
an issue worthy of India’s historic past. he 
rayed that wisdom and contentment, growing 
An in hand, would lead India to ever-increas- 
ing national greatness. 

“his Majesty’s words were received with ex- 
traordinary enthusiasm. sein 

The members of the Bombay Municipality 
then advanced, and the President read an ad- 
dress of welcome. The Prince replied, and 
then Hari Singh, the very youthful son of the 
Maharajah of Bikanir, was presented to his 
Royal Highness. 


‘GOLDEN SPLENDOUR” 


The whole ceremony of the Prince s arrival on 
the threshold of India is one of impressions of 
golden splendour, the Renown looming vast 
and shining in the middle distanee, the vividly 
clear-cut contour of the Apollo Bundar dazzling 
with sunshot glass, grouping of brilliant uni- 
forms and gorgeous costumes, and, above, all, a 
profound sense of the wonderful significance 
of it all. 

The Prince, after shaking hands with many 
personages presented to him, and asking 

uestions which invariably called forth a grati- 
led response, proceeded to a splendidly- 
caparisoned barouche, and began his State drive 
through the main streets. The route chosen was 
a circuitous one, from the Apollo. Bundar to 
the Government House on Malabar Hill,.and at 
various points touched on the fringe of the 
bazaar. 

The procession was headed by the 7th Hussars 
at a slow trot, with iheir band; the 93rd 
Battery Royal Field Artillery followed, and 
then came a squadron of Bombay s Volunteer 
Cavalry and the Bombay Light Horse. Be- 
tween them and the Royal carriage rode a 
richly spectacular bodyguard of chosen Indian 
cavalrymen. The Royal carriage, headed by 
outriders, and flanked by mounted police and 
the 2nd Lancers, brought up the rear of the 
glittering display. 


SINCERE GOOD-WILL. 


The day had been declared a public holiday, 
and all the shops were shut. The whole “i 
the inhabitants of the city had flocked into the 


bar 


streets. An Oriental crowd is _notori- 
ously undemonstrative, but the volume of 
— which marked the progress of the 


rince throughout the entire four-mile: drive 
is unanimously conceded to form a record for 
Bombay festivities. The Prince’s magnetic 
charm has produced an immediate impression, 
and it is merely the simple truth to sav that 
never has a British Royal Tour in India 
started with such splendid promise. 

Iaincheon was taken at Government House, 
and was of a private character, as likewise was 
a dinner this evening. During the afternoon 
the Prince took exercise with his staff. 

A ramble through the streets, when the 
tumult and shouting had subsided, confirmed 
the impression of the perfect sincerity of the 
popular reception. That the political atmosphere 
in Bombay is rather tense is a matter ct 
common knowledge, but the feeling aroused 
by the Prince’s arrival unquestionably is that 
the reception is a real token of goodwill. 
—(Press Association Correspondent.)

RESULTS OF FRANCO-TURKISH 
TREATY, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Wednesdey. 

The first fruits of the France-Kemalist agree- 
ment are apparent in the attitude of the Porte, 
which, acting on instructions from Angora, is 
protesting agains: the institution at Constan- 
tinople of Allied magisterial courts for the trial 
of ordinary offenders, as well as against the 
creation of various sub-commissions of contro] 
provided for in the Sévres Treaty. 

Secret clauses in the Angora Treaty have 
found confirmation in the matter of the 
gendarmerie. At any rate, Colonel Sarron has 
been appointed by the French over the Turkish 
Gendarmerie. 

Another significant incident is the recall of 
Colonel Viet, who was appointed by Britain to 
be President of the Gendarme Sub-Commissioa, 
but who has apparently been accused of selling 
himself to the British. 

Colonel Viet has demanded a court of inquiry. 

The wide scope of the Angora Treaty is re- 
flected in Franco-Turkish relations here, which 
make effective Allied collaboration increasingly 
difficult.—(Reuter.; 


COST OF LIVING DOWN. “

The wages of over two million workers are, 
it is estimated, affected, under sliding scale 
agreements, by a further fallin the cost of 
living. 

The official index figure on November 1 was 
103, a drop of 7 points compared with October 
1. There has been a progressive percentage 
fall in the past 12 months. The official index 
figure on November 1 last year was 176, which 
represented the high water mark in the cost 
of living above July, 1914. Thore has thus been 
the substantial drop of 73 pointe. It is under- 
stood that the latest fall is largely due to re-

PUBLICATION REOUESTED. 


The following communiqué was issued by 
Colonel] Spender yesterday afternoon :— 

“The reply of the Ulster Cabinet was handed 
in at Downing ‘street at 1.20 p.m. to-day. 

“The Cabinet of Northern Ireland have again 
made sirong representations that the corre- 
spondence should be published immediately.” 

In conversation with the Press Association re- 
presentative, Colonel Spender said that they 
were pressing for the publication of the full 
correspondence between the Imperial Govern- 
ment and the Government of Northern Ireland, 
and he expressed indignation that although 
secrecy had been impressed upon the Ulster re: 
presentatives, “‘certain information has leaked 
out from the Government side.”’ 

‘* We ate determined to put a stop to this,” 
he remarked, “and although we do not feel 
justified in publishing our replies without the 
consent of the Prime Minister, we shall cer- 
tainly do so if things go on as at present. 
We want to put our case fairly before the 
British public, and once we have done that we 
have not the least doubt as to what the re- 
sult will be.”’ 


INFORMAL CONVERSATION. 


The Press Association learned in Unionist 
quarters, with reference to yesterday's 
communiqué, that it has already been made 


quite clear in a previous communiqué that the 
Ulster Cabinet felt quite unable to accept any 
formal conference whilst a certain condition 
preliminary to a conference was contained in 
the terms. 

The position now is that they might be pre- 
pared to have informal conversations, provided 
their doing so would not in any way commit 
them to acceptance of such condition. 

Sir James Craig leaves for France early this 
morning for the dedication of the Ulster Divi- 
tion Memorial, and will return on Sunday or 
Monday. He proposes then to go straight to 
Belfast unless there should be any very urgent 
reason for his remaining in Lendon. 


NO MARKED CHANGE. 


OUTLOOK NOT ROSY. 


Neither the Ulster reply nor the Liverpoo! 
Conference has so far effected any marked 
modification of the Irish situation, esys the 
Press Association. 

The Government attitude in regard to the 
Irish problem, though criticised at Liverpool, 
has not been seriously impugned, and will 
certainly not be changed as a result of the 
Northern Conference. 

On the other hand, the Ulster rerly has not 
eontributed to the relief of the deadlock, or to 
the improvement of the prospects of ultimaic 
settlement. 

The Ulster reply was transmitted to Mr. Lloyd 
George at Bournemouth. The Prime Minister 
returned to London later in the day, but it ie 
urtnecessary to state that his return wae in no 
way influenced by the reply. He had altered 
his afrangements before Sir James Craig’s 
answer had been received by the Government. 

A further meeting between the Government 
and the Ulster representatives is unlikely for the 
present. No meeting of any kind has been 
arranged by the Government in regard to Irish 
questions. 

A meeting of the Committee of the Cabinet 
will take place this afternoon, but it ie under- 
stood that it has no reference to Irish matters. 

The nature of Sir James Craig’s reply has 
not been disclosed by the Government, but even 
had it not been indicated in other quarters, the 
Ulster Premier's determination to return to 
Belfast immediately after completing his French 
engagement would suffice to show that Ulster 
is now no more favourably disposed towards the 
Government plans for arriving at a settlement. 

The crisis remains, and the prospects of an 
early solution are not rosy. 


MR. BARRIE MAY RESIGN, 
LETTER TO THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY. 


Our Coleraine Correspondent writes :—The 
resignation of Mr. Hugh T. Barrie, Vice- 
President of the Irish Department of Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction, is expected, 
owing to the attitude of the Government towards 
Ulster. 

On Tuesday Mr. Barrie wrote to the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland :— 

“This forenoon I read with frank amazement 
the extraordinary suggestions in reference to 
Ulster which seemed to underlie Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s letter. Until to-day I have remained 
entirely sceptical as to the rumours which have 
been floating about with regard to the Govern- 
ment and Ulster. TI considered them utterly un. 
thinkable. As in duty bound, I desire to do 
nothing precipitate. It must, however, be. ob- 
vious to vou and the Prime Minister that if 
Uister’s position, as establishéd by last year’s 
Act, should in any decree be weakened by these 
proposals, T can no longer continue a member 
of the Government. Before coming to a de- 
cision, which I feel must be taken without delay. 
I consider I am entitled to ask that a copy of 
the proposals be sent to me to-morrow. These, 
of course, I shall meantime regard as stricily 
confidential.” 

Mr. Barrie has not yet received the Chief 
Secretary's reply. 

As far back as June last Mr. Barrie's resigna- 
tion was forwarded to the Chief Secretary for 
submission to the Premier. At the Govern- 
ment’s request, and in the interests of the con- 
tinued prosperity of the Denartment’s work. he 
consented to remain in office during the transition 
period. This has been unexpectedly expanded 
by. delays in fixing the appointed days under 
the Home Rule Act.

ARCHITECT'S STATEMENT. 


The President of the Roval Institute of British 
Architects writes, regarding the new Govern- 
ment buildings for Ulster — 

“Tn August last the President of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects and a few mem- 
bers of the Council were invited to attend at 
His Majesty's Office of Works. 

“As a result of that meeting, it was, by the 
agreement of the architects present, left to the 
President to give to the First Commissioner the 
advice which he required to obtain from the 
Institute. 4 

“In view of the fact that the Government 
had decided that a competition was for various 
reasons inadvisable and impracticable, the Presi- 
dent took the course of laying before the First 
Cemmissioner a comprehensive and very care- 
fully selected ‘list of capable and available 
architects in Great Britain and Ireland. 

“Several of the gentlemen whose names were 
submitted will be aware, owing to a private com- 
munication from the President, that their names 
were included in the list, but others—in fact, 
the greater number so included—received no 
intimation that their names were nder con- 
sideration.”

ACTION AGAINST A 
NEWSPAPER.

Miss Ethel Irving, the actress, who in private 
life is Mrs. Porteous, was plaintiff in a libel 
action in Mr. Justice Darling’s Court, London, 
yesterday, against the Sunday Times, Ltd., its 
publisher, and its dramatic critic, Mr. Sydney 
W. Carroll. : 

i The alleged libel was contained in a dra- 
matic criticism last January .of Miss Irving's 
performance in the production of “ The Three 
Daughters of M. Dupont,” at the Garrick 
Theatre, London. 

Counsel for the plaintiff said that the theme 
of the play was the unhappiness of the love- 
less marriage produced by the arranged 
marriage system in France. In this there was 
ia powerful dramatic and emotional scene, de- 
iscriptive of disappointment and fury, with 
which Julie, impersonated by the plaintiff, 
found that her husband, too careful of his own 
position and comfort, was going to refuse to 
her the privilege of motherhood. 

Mr. Carroll's critique, said counsel, was a 
' born of a desire to attain 
notoriety, to. attack an actress, whose art, de- 
served better things. Nothing to. justify it 
existed in the play. ere was a violent 
struggle between husband and wife, and the 
husband, breaking away, left the room. Julie 
fell on the couch, sobbing. and then fell to the 
floor motionless. The curtain then dropped. 

Miss Irving, giving evidence, said that her 
oe was called to the Sunday Times. It 
said : 

“Under proper control, Miss Irving is one 
of our finest comediennes. Jatterly, I have 
found her sadly undisciplined. The actress 
saved up all her forces for the third act and 
then devastated us. Every shred of reserve 
wae scattered to the fires, and the woman who 
wants children from a husband who refused 
them -became a raging, frothy epileptic, rolling 
on floor and biting her toe-nails. Now this 
is ali very fine in its way, and the house 
deservedly responded, but it is not the true 
touch.”’ 

The witness denied that she did any frothing, 

or that she bit her toc-nails. She was wearing 
shoes and stockings, and did not bite them. 
She did not object to disapproval of her act- 
ing, but considered Mr.  Carrcll’s statements 
were untrue statements of facts, and that if 
they were true they. would mean that she was 
incompetent. 
_ Asked in cross-examination whether she 
seriously thought the statement about biting 
her toe-nails was meant physically, the wit- 
ness replied that neither she nor the public 
had the means of judging if Mr. Carrol) was 
jesting or not. 

Miss Lillah McCarthy, the actress, gave evi- 
dence in support of the plaintiff's case, and the 
hearing was adjourned.

JUDGMENT AGAINST THE 
PLAINTIFF. 

The trial of the action for libel, brought by 
Mr. Will’ m Foster Watson, of Hornsey, against 
the Duke of Northumberland, the Morning Post 
and its editor, concluded in the King’s Bench, 
London, yesterday evening, when judgment was 
given for the defendants. . 

On the return of the jury, Mr. Justice 
Darling said that to the first qoustion, “ Aro 
the words complained of as amounting to a 
libel -true in substance and in fact,” they. had 
returned no answer. To the second question, 
*‘ Are the words complained of as libellous in 
so far as they consist of matters of opinion, fair 
comment made without malice, and in good 
faith on matters of public interest,” the answer 
was “Yes.” To the question of “ What 
damages,’ the/answer was “ None.”’ 

Counsel for the defendants submitted that on 
the verdict he was entitled to judgment. 

The plaintiff contended that, in so far as the 
jury had expressed no opinion about the state- 
ments of fact, he was entitled to judgment. 

His Lordship said that, in his opinion, the 
finding as to damages alone entitled . the 
defendants to judgment. There could be no 
judgment for. the plaintiff for 
all. He directed judgment to be entered for 
the defendants. 


UNDER SEALED ORDERS. 


PRISONERS TAKEN FROM SPIKE 
ISLAND. 


Yesterday about sixty Sinn Fein prisoners 
were marched from the internment camp #4 
Spike Island by a strong military guard to the 
wharf on the northern side of the island, and 
laced on board a War Department launch. 
he boat proceeded round Haulbowline and 
down the harbour in front of Quecnstown. 
When passing the town the prisoners cheered 
frequently, and waved their caps and handker- 
chiefs, and at the eastern end of the town their 
cheers were responded to by people gathered 
along the foreshore. 

The launch steamed out of the harbour and 
met an incoming naval sloop, to which the 
prisoners were transferred. The sloop subse- 
quently steamed out to sea under sealed orders. 

The destination of the prisoners is not known, 
but it is believed to be somewhere across the 
Channel. 

In a later message, our Queenstown Corre- 
spondent says:—It has been ascertained that 
the number of political prisoners removed from 
Spike Island was 85. here were no internees 
among them It is stated that the sloop pro- 
ceeded to Waterford, and that the prisoners will 
Ke landed there and conveyed by train to Kil- 
kenny Prison. ; 

The men who escaped from Spike Island on 
Wednesday morning during a storm are still at 
large. ,

BRITISH POLICY EXPLAINED. 


PARIS, Thursday. 
Mr. Fisher, the British representative on the 


Council of the League of Nations, made a 
statement before the Council to-day on the 


subject of the policy of the British Government 
towards Mesopotamia. 

He explained that political developments in 
Iraq led the Government to the conclusion that 
its obligations towards the League could be 
most effectively discharged if the principles on 
which they rested were embodied in a treaty 
to be concluded between the Government and 
the King of Iraq. 

The Government found itself unable to resist 
the overwhelming desire of the people of Iraq 
for the formation of a national Government 
under an Arab Ruler, and the march of events. 
was 60 rapid that it was impossible to consult 
the Council before taking the step, of which 
the Government was confident the Council 
would approve—namely, the recognition of a 
Sovereign whose recent accession to the Throne 
followed upon the universal demand of the 
eople of the country. The recognition of a 
bai Sovereign modified to that extent the 
position of the Mandatory Power, and it was 
to meet the needs of the situation thus modi- 
fied, that the British Government found it 
necessary to define its relations with the local 
authority. 

It would be understood that the proposed 
treaty was not intendéd as a substitute for the 
mandate, which would remain the operative 
document defining the obligations undertaken 
by His Majesty’s Government on behalf of the: 
League of Nations.—(Reuter.)

They 
believe, no doubt, sincerely that the Govern- 
ment should have refused to deal with Sinn 
Fein, save at the point of the bayonet. Had 
their arguments needed further refutation than 
the Unionist leaders could give, Lord Midleton 
supplied it.

TRIBUTE TO EARL 
FRENCH. 


—_ 


Mr. Bonar Law made his first public speech 
since his retirement, through ill-health, as 
Leader of the House of Commons, 
unveiling by Earl French of a memorial to 
members and staff of the Constitutional 
Club, Northumberland Avenue, who fell in the 
‘war. 

In asking Earl French to perform the 
ceremony, Mr. Bonar Law, who was received 
with loud cheers, said that it was a great 
privilege and pleasure that, as President of the 
Club, he should have to perform this duty. 
The memorial had been presented by Sir 
William Petersen, to whom, on behalf of the 
Club, he expressed heartfelt gratitude. 
(Cheers.) No one, said Mr. Bonar Law, was in 
a better position than he to estimate the 
services during the war of Earl French. In 
some of the most trying periods of that great 
struggle he displayed a buoyant optimism, 
undaunted courage, and dogged determination 
~—qualities which endeared him to his troops, 
and which, in the end, enabled us to win the 
victory, (Cheers.) In looking back upon the 
war, he said, we had every reason to be proud 
of our country and of the British Empire. 
(Cheers.) 

Never at any period of our chequered history 
had the nation played a part so glorious or so 
unselfish as it played in the late struggle. 
They had also. reason to be proud of the 
nation behind them who formed the shaft of 
the spear, which also was true as steel. The 
war was now over, and in moments of de- 
pression they were sometimes inclined to ask: 
‘““ What have we gained ? ” 

We fought for two thinge—for peace now, 
and for peace in the years to come as well. 
if, as the result of this terrible struggle, we 
could not secure that the same horrors would 
never appear in the world again, this war 
would, to a large extent, have been waged in 
"vain. It was for this reason that he had 
always welcomed and, so far as he could, helped 
the League of Nations; but so long as the great 
country of the United States was taking no 
part in it there could be but small hope of any 
great or permanent result being achieved. 

A flash of sunlight had come from Washing- 
ton, said Mr. Bonar Law, and he welcomed the 
Conference as the most important event which 
has happened since the war. 


CHAMBER MUSIC.

TCHAIKOWSKY TRIO 
REPEATED. 


Yesterday afternoon the chamber music con- 
corts were resumed—their success necessitating 
a larger hallin the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson 
street, where it is proposed to continue them. 
The tehaikowsky Trio, for piano, violin, and 
cello, which, when given under difficulties be- 
fore, had aroused considerable interest, was re- 
pented, by request, and the pleasant environ- 
ment, guitable piano, and fine accord of the 
pores, combined to make a really artistic per- 
ormance. The players were:—Piano, Mrs. 
O Connell Mileyg violin, Miss Lorna Thompson ; 
cello, Mr. Joseph Schofield. One is struck by 
an unwonted absence of pose in this aspect of 
Tchaikowsky. He begins the “* Moderato Asaai 
with a‘definite theme which, though typically 
brooding, is not too introspective, and then 
gees on to build a wonderful structure with the 
stupendous piano part, instead of using it for 
mere background or embellishment. 

Yosterdey the piano was the mainstay of the 
Trio, though there were fine movements for the 
strings, notably for the violin in the Variazioni. 
Here, too, one recalls the cascading accompani- 
ment of the piano—a beautiful example of 
rhythmic phrasing—as also was the undulatin 
movement it suggested in the Allegro. It is in 
such music as this, and the Serenade given by 
Dr. Larchet’s orchestra recently, that we see 
the real Tchaikowsky. The brilliance of his 
orchestration in larger works often covers many 
banalities and clichés. In fact, the string em- 
phasis of this Moderato is an intrusion of this 
artificiality. The 'cello-writing of the Trio is of 
great richness and complexity, end in many 
cases adds the finishing distinctive moment to 
the episode. It was given yesterday with 
singuiar discermment and egccuracy, and, in the 
slight themes, good round tone. The piano 
‘' Thema,”’ too, was brought out with an ex- 
quisite sense of touch, which dropped into an 
easy accenting of the variations most gracefully. 
Many of the violin high-lights also had this 
graceful sense of outline. i“ ghort, the Trio 
was given with understanding and ability, and 
at its’ impressive Yinale was received with ac- 
clamation by the many musicians present. 

In the Brahms Trio, the piano, violin, and 
voice was given by Mre. O'Connell Miley, Mias 
Lorna Thompson, and Miss Joan Burke, respec- 
tively. The songs are ‘‘ Longing at Rest,” and 
“The Song of the Virgin,” and the rich timbre 
of the singer's voice went most fittingly -with 
the gorgeous instrumental colour Brahms uses 
go lavishly. This Trio is a study in perspective, 
so suitably ‘s it outlined for the parts as a 
whole, though to the voice is given the message. 

Mr. H. J. Leeming gave two flute soli with 
unerring skill and judgment. The age of the 
flute as a solo instrument has waned, In early 
days it was supposed to soothe and heal, as 
when the Tyrrhenians somewhat inconsistently 
seourged their slaves to the sound of flutes 
while flute-playing is supposed to have caused 
the Mona Lisa smile. Too often we hear the 
flute in bird-imitation pieces—or senseless em- 
broidery of theme. aa Mr. Leeraing 
chose the poetic Romance (Bernard), where his 
chromatic touches especially were delight/ul, and 
the Ssirt-Saens “ Air de Ballet ’ Aacania,”’ 
where his sons filés through the dainty grace of 
the measure were of great beauty. So much so 
that the next concert, which is to be largely 
devoted to the Klugherdt Quintet for flute, 
oboe, clarionet, bassoon, and horn, will be 
awaited with expectation. .

WAR ON THE DRINK TRADE. 


At the annual meeting of the Irish Section of 
the World’s Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, which was held yesterday in the Cen- 
tenary Church Schoolrooms, be. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, Miss M. Hill presided in the 
afternoon, and spoke of the need for increased 
activity among the women of the country in 
the cause of temperance and of spreading edu- 
e@tional facts regarding the injury which intem- 
perance wrought. «mong the workers of the 
country. Now, that women had the privilege 
et the vote secured to them, they would have 
greater influence than ever in determining the 
temperance legislation of the United Kingdom. 
The war hed taught them many lessons of what 
women could do for the social uplifting of the 
people, and, now that peace had been won after 
such tremendous sacrifices, they should throw 
their powers more than ever into tho fight 
against the liquor traffic. 

Rev. Randall C. Phillips, who presided at the 
meeting in the evening, spoke miuinly of the 
vemperance crusade in Bolfnet, and of how, dur- 
ing thé war, active Urganisation amongst women 
was effeciive in panne 100,000 women to de- 
clare in favour of prohibition, so that the war 
might be brought to a successful conclusion. 
In bis own parish church, and in the churches of 
several clerical friends of his in Belfast, al] the 
women parishioners signed a pledge for the con- 
tinuation of war-time prohibition. Within a 
few weeks after the Council was formed they 
hed got over five thousand women voters who 
were Eo to vote for none but temperance 
candidates. While politics would always be to 
the forefront in the public life of the country, 
there was no reason why, with a healthy, edu- 
cated feeling among the women voters of the 
country, temperance reform should not be 
pressed on the attention of the legislature. 

‘Mrs. Isobel Watson, Alloa, dealt with the 
Sr En made by temperance reformers in Scot- 
and since the campaign was started in 1851. 
Since prohibition had been enforced in the dis- 


law had only been operative since May last— 
the improvement in the social condition of the 
people had been most marked, and there was 
a notable reduction in crime. It was only by 
an energetic peg “ that the cause in this 
country could be furthered. America’s example 
was a copy-line for every country in the world. 
Her Government would never again go back to 
the old conditions. It was demonstrated in the 
plainest way that the worst form of prohibition 
was better than the best form of licence.

NEW EXPRESS SERVICE 


CATERING FOR THE 
LIVERPOOL TRADE. 


—_ 


The daily express passenger service between 
Dublin and Liverpool was foreshadowed in a 
letter from the British and Irish Steam Packet 
Company which was read at the meeting of 


the Dublin Port and Dock’s Board, yesterday. 


The matter arose out of a suggested re-allo- 
cation of certain berths at the North Wall, 

The Company in the course of their letter 
say :—” With reference to the application of 
the Dublin and Lancashire Shipping Co., Ltd., 
so far as it relates to our berthage at North 
Wall, we consider it desirable to draw at- 
tention to the following material facis, al- 
though no doubt your Board is fully cognizant 
of many of them. Since 1910, the 300ft. of 
berthage immediately east of Common street, 
has been used solely in connection with the 
Dublin and Manchester trade, and up to the 
war period there were four arrivals and four 
sailings from this berth every week. At the 
present time, the sailings between Dublin and 
Manchester are three in number each way, 
each week, and on Thursdays an additional 
steamer sails with live stock, making three 
arrivals and four sailings in the week. 


TRADE WITH LIVERPOOL. 

“The remainder of the North Wall berthage, 
845ft., has always been fully utilised in con- 
nection with the Dublin od Liverpool trade, 
and up to the war period there was a daily 
arriv with passengers and cargo, and a 
daily sailing with passengers, live stock and 
cargo with additional sailings each week, with 
live stock only, Thursdays and Saturdays, be- 
ing mainly the days on which additional 
steamers were sailed to suit the live stock 
trade. The berthage is being fully utilised, 
there being 13 sailings to Liverpool and Man- 
chester during the current week, for the ac 
commodation of passengers, live stock, and 
cargo. I am sure your ard are not unaware 
of the fact that we are spending a large sum 
of money in improving the accommodation at 
North Wall, so that we may be in a position 
to Five the best gossible facilities to the ‘public, 
and, in addition, we propose to run a daily 
express passenger service, sailing at a scheduled 
hour each evening. For this service new 
steamers of SO0Oft. in length, and of the most 
up-to-date type, have been contracted for, and 
it, therefore, there is any curtailment of our 
allocated berthage at North Wall, it will be 
quite impossible for us to carry on our trades, 
not to speak of the developments we have in- 
dicated. 

“The services with Liverpool are so im- 
Fe to the trading public that suitable 
erthage for the ships is an absolute neces- 
sity, and any curtailment would be detrimental 
to the public. Much has been made of the 
fact of the “' Blackrock ” lying up at North 
Wall, and, needless to say, this was a purely 
temporary necessity, due to strikes, restrictions 
on the export of cattle, and the burning of our 
stores, but owing to the exigencies of the in- 
creased volume of trade, this vessel is in com- 
mission wwain; but, in any case, the berthage 
occupied by the “ Blackrock” was frequently 
used by us for other steamers loading for Liver- 
pool during the period of the steamer’s idle- 
ness, by shifting the “ Blackrock ” outside the 
loading steamer. The entire space allotted is 
an absolute necessity for our Liverpool and 
Manchester trades, and when our new passenger 
steamers are completed and ready to take up 
the express service the present berthage space 
will not be sufficient to meet requirements. 

“We cannot think it possible that ‘your 
Board would contemplat« taking away berthage 
from an old-established Company, carrying on 
ts business to the satisfaction and convenience 
of the public, without the gravest possible 
reason for so doing, and especially in view of 
the facilities we in provided, at enormous 
cost, in the generally eccepted belief that there 
would be gs of tenure, and we Jook to 
your Board to safeguard not only our interests, 
bul. your interests, as well as those of the 
nee We shall be pleased to afford your 
Board fullest information on any matters touch- 
ing the subject of our allocated berthage, if 
such is required, and, if necessary, we shall 
be pleased to arrance fer the attendance ‘of a 
responsible officer at any time convenient to 
your Board.” i 

Mr. Pau! suggested that the letter ought not 
to be considered, for to do so would be to re- 
pudiate the previous action of the Board in 
regard to the matter, and would be also a 
repudiation of the findings of the tribunal. which 
Dail Eireann had appointed. to investigate he 
berthage question in relation to the require 
ments of the Dublin and Lancashire Shipping 
Company. 

On a division of 11 to'4 the letter was referred 
to a committee of the whole Board 

+ special meeting of the Board had been 
called to meet to-day (Friday) for tho purpose of 
considering the report of the aibitrators§ in 
reference to berthage, and, on the motion of 
Alderman Byrne, that meeting was postponed 
until next Thursday to meet the convenience of 
Mr. Paul. 

BIRKENHEAD LAIRAGES. 

Messrs. Field, Baird, and Barry, who waited 
on the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction with reference to the provision of 
accommodation for Irish cattle at the Birken- 
head lairages, reported the result of their inter- 
view. The Department undertook to use their 
influence with the English Board of Fisheries 
and with the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board 
to obtain the facilities which the Irish trade 
demanded. 

Mr. Field said. that the Mersey Dock and 
Harbour Board had not carried out their pro- 
mise to increase the accommodation for Irish 
cattle, He could not understand why the Irish 
cattle trade should be displaced to make room 
for Canadian cattle. He hoped the Department 
would support the claim of the Irish cattle trade 
and Irish shipping 

Alderman Byrne eaid that he thought Mr 
Paul was a member of the deputation, and he 
would like to know why he dx not attend. 

Mr. Paul eaid that he had given his ‘reasons 
in a letter to the Secretary of the Board. 

At the urgent request of Alde:man Byrne, the 
letter was read, and in it the following state- 
mout was made ;— My attendanco on the De- 
partment would be an anomaly, as J realise 
that they are but the gramophone of the Eng- 
lish Board, by whom ba are controlled, and 
whose bidding they never failed to obey when 
Imperial necessity arose to decry -Irish trade. 
The Department is a body not for the preserva- 
tion of Irish interests, but rather for the sus- 
tainment of British supremacy, and when at 
any time it was considered necessary by British 
governmentalism to allege an attack of foot- 
and-mouth disease, or to impute that our 
country was the victim of misled Irish theorists, 
the Department of Avriculiure has never failed 
to res;ond ‘Amen’ to the suggestion. 

“If I am to assume anything from their 
record of futility in furtherance of the progress 
of the Irish cattle trade, I ain convinced that it 
is more necessary to abolish than to approach 
the Irish Department of Agriculiure.” 
LETTINGS AND LEASES. 

Mr. Paul moved for a list of the lettings and 
leases granted by the Board for the past ten 
years.

Alderman Alfred Byrne asked if it wae the 
intention of any person connected with the 
Board to “scrap” the dredger Sandpiper. He 
thought it would be a mistake to break up that 
valuable vessel, because if any accident hap- 
pened to the Deepwater, their new dredger, the 

rt would then be without a dredger for the 
ime being. 

The Chairman (Mr. Tá Byrne) said that 
there was no intention to lay aside ihe. Sand- 
piper. 

Alderman Byrne said that he had heard out- 
side that something of the kind that he had 
alluded to wae in contemplation, and he wanted 
information from those who had it to give.

AIR TRANSPORT | 
NEEDS. 


WHERE GOVERNMENT 
CAN HELP.»

A paper on the present difficulties and future 
needs of commercial aviation was read before 
the membeérs of the Royal Aeronautical Society 
in Albemarle street, London, last night by 
Colonel Frank Searle, the head of the new 
‘ approved ’’ Air Transport Company, which is 
to start operations on the London-Paris route. 
under the auspices of Daimler Hire, Ltd., in the 
spring. 

Colonel Searle divided the problems of air 
tramsport under three heads—those relating to 
the machines, those concerned with getting pas- 
sengers to and from the aerodrome, and the 
provision of rapid, certain, and economical ser- 
vices. What hampered civil aviation at the 
start was that the machines used were-designed 


for war purposes, and, also, the men employed | 


had only had experience of war flying, and did 
not ‘appreciate the different requirements of 
peace. A man with experience of other forms 
of transport would have commenced by going 
into the daily overhead charges per machine, 
in which would be included euch items as de- 
preciation, insurance, interest on capital, and 
management charges, 

In spite of the ease with which such figures 
could have been obtained, the lecturer stated 
that when he entered the air transport business 
twelve months after it had been established he 
was informed that an aeroplane could only fly 
230 hours a year, which would represent an £18 
fare to Paris with a four-seater machine—an im- 
possible proposition. At £10 passengers began 
to appear in small numbers, and at signs of 
réal interest were shown. In addition to this, 
firms. maintained a far greater reserve of 
machines than was necessary, which did not 
help the financial aspect of the business. The 
facilities for carrying on at Croydon were also 
very poor. No bulk-storage for petrol, for in- 
stance, was provided, which involved the un- 
economical method of filling up machines from 
two-gallon tins man-handled by the ground staff.

SUNK BY WRECKAGE.

COLLIER LOST OFF WATER- 
FORD COAST. 

The coasting steamer Poolena, of Lianelly 
(Captain Rey), with a cargo of coa! for Cork, 
was lost yesterday morning off Mine Head, Co. 
Waterford. At 1.530 she struck sunken wreckage 
and began to make water. Signals were sent 
up, but she received no answer. A strong 
northeast wind was blowing, with a heavy 
swell and after some hours the crew of eleven 
took to the boats, and after a hard struggle 
reached the land. 

The vessel went down in the water seven 
miles off the coast at 5 o’clock. The men, who 
were exhausted, landed at Ardmore at 9 o'clock. 
They got a motor and drove to Youghal. The 
coastguards were withdrawn from Ardmore and 
Youghal stations only last week. 

Our Queenstown Correspondent states that 
the wreckage tore a large rent in the iron bull 
of the vessel below the water line, and she 
quickly commenced to fill. The crew worked 
hard at the pumps in order to keep the vessel 
afloat, but in vain, and she foundered. The 
crew put off in the lifeboat, and after a 
strenuous time reached the strand at Ardmore. 


TOWED OFF THE GOODWINS. 


The British steamer Cairngowan went ashore 
on the Goodwins yesterday, and the Peevils life- 
boat and other motor launches put out. The 
Cairngowan belongs to Newcastle. She was 
afterwards towed off by a Trinity House 
steamer and proceeded to Deal.

assassins and the real murder gang had been 
called to Downing street. 

Why did the British Government enter into 
this Conference? Ulster had the verbal claim 
of all parties that she should not be coerced. 
But what was meant by coercion? Was moral 
coercion included in this pledge? “Beware 
where this kind of moral pressure is leading,” 
said Colonel Gretton, “and how far it may 
serve to coerce Ulster under an All-Ireland 
Parliament, to which she under present con- 
ditions is irrevocably opposed.” The time has 
definitely come when the Conservative and 
Unionist Party can say definitely and honestly 
what it means. We have assented to a more 
generous measure of Home Rule than was pro- 
posed by Gladstone. Are we prepared to go 
further? (Cries of “ No.”) 


PEACE WITH HONOUR. 


Lieut.-Colonel Archer-Shee, M.P., in second- 
ing, said—We want peace as much as anybody, 
but we want peace with honour, and we say that 
that is impossible so long as the Government go 
on negotiating with this band of assassins. 
(Some cheers.) We say that the negotiations 
have already failed upon the rock of Ulster, 
which has split many negotiations before. (A 
Voice—‘‘ Shame.”) The rock of Ulster is a 
proper and true resistance to the domination of 
the miserable collection of murderers and 
assassins. If the negotiations break down, is 
not that the time for the Conse: atice Party to 

o out of the Coalition—(cheering and much 
namh) á to take over tue government of 
this country? (Renewed cheers, interruptions, 
and signs of disapprobation.) 

Mrs. F. H, Glanville, who had withdrawn a 
resolution declaring that the raising of a 
Territorial Army in Ireland would be a grave 
menace to the peace of the Empire, urged that 
they should avoid doing anything to split the 

arty, as that would only be playing Mr. de 
falera’s game. 


THE GOVERNMENT RESPONSIBLE 


The Earl of Midleton declared that, truce or 
no truce, they should hold the Government re- 
sponsible for seeing that the law was observed 
in Southern Ireland. The opposition to the 
Union had intensified in recent years, and at 
the monterit distrust of Great Britain had de- 
enerated into hatred over a great part of the 
South of Ireland. 1 

There were cries of dissent when Lord Midle- 
ton went on to say that commercial men and 
the landed class in Southern Ireland were in 
favour of a settlement. : 

Lord. Midleton said that one of the highest 
military authorities in Ireland told him that 
resistance to the Crown had increased from 100 
to 300 per cent. during the preceding twelve 
months. Three times the present garrison would 
be needed, and the Post Office, railways, and 
banks must be shut down if they had to carry 
on this war. Although they might make the 
South of Ireland a desert, woul sey be any 
nearer a contented and prosperous Ireland? 

Those whom he represented in the’ South of 
Ireland, if they were to be sacrificed, would only 
agree to be sacrificed provided there should be 
a permanent settlement, so that Ireland should 
not in future be the Achilles heel of Great 
Britain. He declared, amid interruption and 
dissent, that they could not. go back on the 
word of Great Britain, pledged by the Home 
Rule Act of 1920, unless they could see their 
way clear to some settlement. He hoped that 
they would not make the South of Ireland a 
cOaos.

WINNING AMENDMENT. 


Sir Archibald Salvidge, Liverpool, who was 
met with conaiderable interruption, moved as an 
amendment :— 

“ That this Conference expresses its earnest 
hope that, consistently with the supremacy of 
the Crown, the security of the Empire, and 
the pledges given to Ulster, and the safeguard- 
ing of the interests of the minority in the South 
of Ireland, a solution of the Irish difficulties 
may be found in the Conference now in pro- 
gress, which will bring peace to Great Britain 
and Ireland, and strength to the Empire.” 

He said:—I refuse to take part in the con- 
demnation, lock, stock, and barrel, of the 
leaders of my party, and to say to them: “ You 
are no longer worthy of my confidence and 
support; you are not honest men, and are not 
to be believed.”” What has been going on is 
the undermining of the leaders of the party. It 
has been “ Balfour must go, “ Bonar Law 
must go.” (Cries of “ No; it’s Lloyd George 
must go,” and cheers, and some disorder). 
am going to divide this Council on a vote of 
confidence in your leaders. (Loud cheers.) It 
is one thing to be a Die-hard in the comfortable 
security of a conference like this, and a Die-hard 
In grim reality in the hideoug shambles of an 
Irish civil war. 

Mr. Gretton Doyle, M.P., seconded the amend- 


ment. 
ULSTER’S CASE. 


Mr. Ronald MeNeill, M.P., said he was pre- 
sent at the request of the Ulster Unionist Coun- 
cil. From the beginni Ulster decided that 
under no possibility oa they aceept a single 
Parliament for all _ Ireland. They had 
accepted the Home Rule Act under three 
conditions—that it was a final settlement, 
that vy | should not be subject to an All- 
Ireland Parliament, and that Ulster should be 
on terms of complete equality with the South. 
The South refused to work the Act, and started 
their murder campaign, which had been success 
ful. The Government had entered into negotia- 
tions, and the Prime Minister was trying, by 
barter, bargain, cajole, and purchase, to induce 
Sinn Fein to the alle iance, which, he began by 
saying, they must acknowledge before going into 
conference. . 

“The price in the barter is that they shall 
get control of Ulster, as well as of the rest of 
Ireland.”’ 

“The matter has been put before the repre- 
sentatives of the North of Ireland that they 
shall go into an All-Ireland Parliament. am 
glad to be able to give you an absolute assur- 
ance that they will not do it.” (Cheers.) 

He contended that the putting upon Ulster of 
the odium of a breakdown in the negotiations 
was coercing Ulster. 

Sir L. Worthington Evans supported the 
amendment. He said that it expressed in the 
affirmative every single condition in the resolu- 
tion, with the exception that it addéed a hope 
that the Conference now sitting would achieve a 
solution of the Irish question. Mr. amber- 
lain, Lord Birkenhead, and he were their re- 
presentatives on that Conference. —“ Are you 
afraid that any one of those three is ms = 
break his pledge to you? Let me, any 
renew my pledge.” (Cheers.) He declared 
that he nM not agree to any settlement which 
did not preserve the supremacy of the Crown, 
which did not keep Ireland within the Empire, 
which did not leave the British Navy sole 
guardian of our shores, or which did not make 
Ireland pay a fair share of debt or pensions, 
nor would he agreé to any settlement that re- 
quired the coercion of Ulster. (Cheers.) . Mr. 
McNeill was wrong if he said that they were 
offeirng, as the price of allegiance to the King, 
Ulster, gagged and bound. “We have done 
nothing of the sort,” he added. We have in- 
vited Ulster representatives to come to the Con- 
ference to see whether, and on what conditions, 
and with what Mhac they could agree to 
join an All-Ireland Parliament. . 

That is not an ultimatum; that is not 
coercion: it is an invitation. The Unionists of 
the North-East will not be foreed under a 
Dublin Parliament against their will. (Cheers.) 
He pointed out that if the Irish Conference re- 
sulted in agreement, it would be subject to the 
why ag Association’s confirmation. Moreover, 


any agreement had got to be confirmed by Par- 
liament. Within a very few weeks they would | 
be able to judge, when the facts and relevant 
documents would be published. Meanwhile, lie 
asked, on behalf of his Unionist colleagues re- 
presenting them on the Irish Conference, for

It might be that the Conference would break 
down, and that, they would have to go to the 
country and ask mothers to send their sons and 
wives to send their husbands to fight, but 
if they had to do that, let them do it with 
clean consciences. (Cheers). He asked that 
they should not rashly take a s which 
might break down that Conference. e asked 
the Conference to vote for the amendment. 


LORD DERBY’S SUPPORT. 


The Earl of Derby said that when he came 
home after his duties in Parie he thought he was 
coming back to a good time, but instead, he 
had found himself pitchforked into a position 
which, as Lord Chaplin had said, was damn- 
able. (Cheers, and laughter), He supported 
Sir Archibald Salvidge’s amendment. Refer- 
ring to the Irish question he said:—It affects 
our foreign relations, and not only with 
America, but what is infinitely worse, the Irish 
vote poisons the relationship between ourselves 
and our various dominions. It is essentially, 
therefore, a sore which if possible ought to 
be healed. In regard to Ulster, I stand where 
I did in 1914. ut what I want to know is, 
what is the imposition that is going to be put 
upon Ulster. I am no more going to take the 
assurance from the Government that they are 
going to impose nothing upon Ulster than TI 
am going to take the statement of Ulster that 
something is going to be imposed upon her. 
I am not going to be stampeded until I know 
the whole position. I appeal for unity at the 
present, moment. I ask you not ‘to make a 
decision upon matters of which you know ab- 
solutely nething. (Cheers.) 

The amendment was put to the meeting and 
carried by an overwhelming majority. 

It was then submitted as a substantive re- 
‘solution, and adopted in the assémbly, which 
included about 2,000. Only about 60 or 70 
voted against. 

Chairman made the official declaration 
that the amendment in its form as a substan- 
tive motion was carried by an overwhelming 
majority.

lighter descriptions of stock was from 3s. to 5s. 
per cwt. 

Trade, although the number of cattle in the 
market was 345 leas than last week, was slow, 
and many sellers sold the coarser classes of 
cattle at whatever figure they could obtain 
rather than risk a still lower price by holding 
them out until next Thursday’s market. Choice 
cattle ranged between 50s. and 55s., and, in 
some instances, 57s. and 58s. was quoted.

Beef cows were a slow and depressed trade, 
and prices ranged between 26s. and 37s. 6d. per 
cwt., according to quality.

The institution of proceedings to close ihe 
Dublin and Blessington Tramway in the Wick- 
low guaranteeing area was approved (three 
members dissenting) by the Wicklow County 
Council at its meeting on Wednesday. 

The Secretary submitted the result of the 
permeate of the ratepayers for the upkeep or 
he closing of the tramway. 

Of 702 voting papers sent out, 580 were re- 
turned, giving 495 (valuation of £8,676) for 
closing, and 83 (valuation £3,049) for remairing 
open. The Blessington Farmers’ Union for- 
warded resolutions demanding the giving effect 
to the plebiscite, which they considered should 
have been taken weeks earlier, and failing 
which they would not pay the inclusive rate. 
The Secretary said that he treated this resolu- 
tion as a piece of insolence. A telegram was 
read saying that the ratepayers would refuse 
to pay the rate if the tram rate was included.

suitable for breeding purposes in Ireland? One| 


has only to read in the papers the reports of 
the different horse fairs to realise what a 
searcity of good horses there is. For years 
other countries have been buying up our best 
horses and mares, and 1 believe that at the 
present time the Greek Government is doing 
‘tile. 
many of our horses; but why cannot the same 
thing be carried out here which happens im 
Germany where, I believe, all mares suitable 
for breeding purposes are branded and re- 
gistered, and are not allowed to leave the 
country? Anyone who attended the different 
shows over here this year could not fail to 
notice the scarcity of good horses, and, besides, 
how badly the brood mare classes filled when 
compared with a few years ago. 
I am quite certain that every sportsman 
and horse-lover in Ireland would be only tee 
pleased to support any echeme which would 
promote the breeding of Irish hunters.

The sale in the American markets of what 
purported to be Irish lace, but which was, im 
reality, made in China, has been brought to 
the notice of the Dublin Industrial Development 
Association by an American Correspondent. 

The Correspondent pointed out that 
American markets were at present “ flooded” 
with supplies of what is described ag “ Real 
Irish Lace.” The material, he added, is a 
very cheap and common imitation o the 
genuine Irish erticle. The Chinese product 
was, of course, sold at a price with which the 
Irish lace could not compete. 

The Irish trade representative has applied 
to the offendi firm, demanding the imme- 
diate withdrawal of the advertisement. and the 
disuse of any such misleading description ip 
future, and has also communicated with the 
Press. The suggestion is made that co-ordi- 
nated action shoukl be taken by the Irish 
trades interested, and efforig made to protect 
this trade from such fraudulent exploitation 

Attention is also directed to the miguse 
of the term “ Balbriggan,” which is indiscrim- 
jnately epplied to all classes of hosiery.
